Lansing, Mich., April 13.—The extra 
session of the state legislature called 
by Governor Pingree to consider his 
measures for the direct taxation oi 
railroad property 
came to an end 
Tuesday night without the accomplish 
ment of a single object for which tht 
session was called. The bill to which 
the governor had pinned all his hope 
was killed in the senate last week, ant 
to his friends the other measures were 
of minor consequence. 
The anti-Pingree element endeavor 
ed to shirk action upon the railroad 
taxation bills by the adoption of the 
concurrent resolution of the house pro­ 
viding for an adjournment at 12 o’clock 
at night, and cutting short all busi­ 
ness with the passage of the war meas­ 
ures. 
The consent of the senate to 
the adjournment resolution was secur 
ed after a long parliamentary battle, 
the Pingree forces endeavoring to force 
vote upon tne railroad taxation bill 
and the measure to repeal the Michigan 
Central railroad charter, and the anti- 
Pingree forces trying to dodge the 
vote. 
The vote was very close on all the 
propositions which grew out of thia 
strife between the two factions. 
A 
long argument resulted upon the bill 
increasing the tax upon express com 
panies’ earnings from I to 5 per cent., 
which amounts to an increase from 
$2,500 to $12,000 per year. 
This bill 
is passed as it came from the house. 
It lacked half an hour of the time 
fixed for adjournment when the con­ 
sideration of the war measures was 
reached. The bills making a war ap 
propriation of $500,000 and the bill re 
lating to the reorganization of the na­ 
tional guard and naval reserves were 
passed at 12 o’clock.

Irwin, Pa., April 13.—The extensive 
plant of the Penn Plate Glass com­ 
pany in North Irwin is in complete 
ruin. Fire started last night near the 
new casting mill, caused by the blow­ 
ing out of a gas converter. The flames 
spread with great rapidity from one 
building to another, and in one horn 
nothing but smouldering ruins remain­ 
ed of the largest and most success­ 
ful independent plate-glass works ot 
the United States. 
The night turn 
was at work, but fortunately all the 
men get out in safety, and as the 
building stood comparatively alone the 
fire did not spread. The loss is esti­ 
mated at $750,000, with an insurance 
of about $450,000.

will raise more than $100,000,000 addi­ 
tional revenue annually and is thus 
distributed:

Assistant Secretary Michael of the 
state department and Colonel

Fleming, president of the Confederate 
Veterans’ association, were there to 
meet him, and he was hurried away in 
a carriage to the state department. The 
crowd rushed into the street and men 
on foot, on wheels, and in carriages 
followed the carriage of General Lee 
up Pennsylvania avenue, while 
the 
crowds on the street joined in the en­ 
thusiastic welcome to him. It was not 
an organized movement, hut the en­ 
thusiastic outpouring of the spirit of 
patriotism looking for an idol since the 
disappointment of yesterday. 
At the state department there was 
another large crowd, and the clerks in 
the big state, war, and navy building 
poured out into the corridors and upon 
the steps to add their voices to the 
cheering over the consul general. Af­ 
ter a short conference with Secretary 
Sherman and Assistant Secretary Day 
these two officials escorted General Lee 
to the white house, and as the carriage 
drew up under the portal of the main 
entrance there was 
more 
cheering 
from enthusiastic people, while 
the 
consul general crossed the wide hall 
and entered the library, where Presi­ 
dent McKinley waited to receive him. 
From the white house Gen. Lee went 
to the Shoreham hotel, and half 
an 
hour later 
slipped out unobserved, 
boarded a street car and rode to the 
capitol without being recognized un­ 
til he entered the senate wing, where 
another crowd waited outside the room 
of the committee 
on 
foreign rela­ 
tions. 
A squad of capitol police rescued the 
consul general from the crowd and es­ 
corted him to the committee room. It 
twas here that the big Virginian seemed 
most overcome with the greeting given 
him. He was going before the commit­ 
tee that waited for his testimony be­ 
fore making the final draft of a resolu­ 
tion declaring war on Spain. What he I 
should say to this committee might 
(weigh heavily for peace or for war. He 
had been summoned as a most im­ 
portant witness, and he had been 
whirled across the country from Flori­ 
da to the capitol on a special train that 
he might be here in time to testify be­ 
fore war is declared. 
The big policemen made a way for 
Gen. Lee through th e crowd, and with 
lips apart and te e th set as though he 
might fear a Spanish yell instead of the 
old rebel yell, he walked between them 
to the committee room, but at the door 
turned to bow his acknowledgments to 
the cheers that had greeted him.

Atlanta, Ga., April 13.—The Consti­ 
tution editorially calls attention to the 
fact that President McKinley stopped 
short in his quotations from President 
Jackson at the most interesting point. 
The Constitution says: 
“The congress of 1837 disagreed with 
the president and 
recognized Texas 
anyhow. 
‘Regarding these proceedings as a 
virtual decision of the question submit­ 
ted by me to congress, I think it my 
duty to acquiesce therein, and, there­ 
fore, I name Alce© La Branch of Lou­ 
isiana to be charge d’affaires to the re­ 
public of Texas.’ 
‘In this paragraph, the last one w rit­ 
ten and signed with the name of An­ 
drew Jackson, he recognized the inde­ 
pendence of Texas. In reaching that 
recognition upon the basis laid down 
by congress, the American doctrine of 
international law supplanted the old, 
and by that action is Andrew Jackson 
to be judged, and not by previous argu­ 
ment, which he lived to disavow. It 
is notorious that the republic of Texas 
had not won such a victory as Presi­ 
dent McKinley declares must be won 
by a revolting people before they are 
entitled to recognition. Their borders 
continued to be harassed by Mexican 
encroachments, until, finally, the re­ 
public was merged into the United 
States, and even then our government 
had inaugurated a bloody war in order 
to effectually defeat 
the 
persistent 
Mexican forces. This being the true 
and established policy of the United 
States, will the congress of 1897 be as 
true to its mission as that of 1837, and 
when that congress shall have spoken 
will President McKinley be the man to 
stand in the footsteps of Andrew Jack­ 
son and to declare in favor of human 
liberty es against the combined despot­ 
ism of the world?”
